Hancock, uioro fortunate than most

of the counties, has experienced a slight
reduction in her valuation, which seems

a natural direction, while Marshall has
been raised from $3,652,731 35 up to $3,819,28335, or something over 7 percent.
Iler valuation however is low enough,
and she has no room to complain of it.
Indeed, we presume, that were it ndt for
the inequalities that characterize the valuation.forthe State at large there would
not be much to complain of. Some few
of tbc*counties arc pes haps put toojhigh,
but this is the exception to the rule. The
trouble is that some of the variations
seem to be too wide, as, for instance, in
the cases of Brooke, Hancock and Marshall.There should bo morc-ofan equalization,either upward or downward.
No doubt the State Hoard will do jurticeto all complaints. -They will not bo

iniluenccd by locnl considerations, such
as may have operated upon' some assessors,and coming aB they do from the three
grand divisions of the State will be able
to form a pretty good idea of fair average
value*.

Compulsory Kitiii'atlon In Aew
York.

From the Philadelphia I-cJgBr.]
Mr. Editor:.Permit me through your

columns to caliche attention of our Legislature(now.ih session) and the public
to the report of the Superintendent of
Truancy for the city of New York, under
the operation of the Compulsory Educationlaw recently enacted by that State.
The report covers ten months of practi,.«!n{ »!,» \nW from Unroll
to January last.

It would appear that there ban been an

increase in the number of registered
ptipilfl in the public,' primary and grammarschools in ten months of 8,827. In
the industrial and parochial schools there
ban l>een a corresponding increase, although,as the latter are not under governmentsupervision, there art no definite
statistic# from them. From the best informationobtained by the Superintendentof Truancy, it is sale to assume that,
in one year, this luw has added 15,000 to
the number of children receiving regular
instruction either in public or private
schools in the city of New York alone.
The daily average attendance in the

public primary, grammar and industrial
schools has increased 7,014 in ten months,
or in other words in ten months at an

expense for that period of only $14,35u83, nearly 8,000 children have been
induced to abandon a course of idleness
and vagrancy, fitting them to become
paupers and criminals^'and to enter upon
a life of industry and instruction such us

will pepure them to become thrifty and
law abiding citizens.
To the happy surprise of the truant

agent* they noon found that the parents
instead of opposing their efforts were

ready to aid them in every way in their
power, and in many instances the parents
themselves would send to the truant officerto come and help them to put their
children to school.
The Superintendent goes on to say that

"this flattering result is due in a large
degree to the enforcement of the compulsoryeducation law, and it may from
year to year be steadily and greatly increasedwithout materially adding to the
expense simply by a inore systematic
application of the law."' Would it not
be wise for our law makers at Harrisburgto give this law their attention.

Daniel Drew, who ha* filed a petition
in bankruptcy, i* liable upon an endorsementnote of the Drew Theological Seminaryat Madison, N. J., in the «um of
$200,000. and also on an endorsement
note to the Seminary at Middleton, Conn.,
in $100,000. These two notes are unsecured.Hi* other unsecured liabilities
amount to between $100,000 and $200,000.
The amount of all hi*.liabilities secured
nnd unsecured is about $1,500,000.

PHILADELPHIA CUSTOMS.
The Secretary of the Treasury to-day

imported for the Centennial exhibition.

IN RELATION TO CLAIMS.

THE 8UDaU>V DOSPa.
On motion of Mr? Lawrence, the House

Judiciary Commitlee were recently instructedto inquire and report what legislationis necessary to secure the governmentagainst loss on account of the subsidybonds issued to the various PaciGc
Railroad Companies The subject waa

referred to a subcommittee consisting of

Knott and Lawrence, who to-day subraittcdn full report embodying a number
of very important recommendations.
The report, which was prepared by
Judge Lawrence goes into an elaborate
examination of the relations which e^st
Itetween the Pacific railroads and the
government and shows by detailed statisticsand computations thaUftjer applyingall the means now provided by law
for the reimbursement of interest aud advancesthere will be a deficiency of at
leant one hundred and lifty million dollarswhen the subsidy bonds mature.
This result is arrived at without allowing
the government to calculate compound
interest on it* advances. It is argued
that the companies will not be able to
pay tbis'sum in addition to their first
ittilrttrmrn lmtwlit in nrivnte nartios. and
the belief in expressed that they do not
expect to. The sub-committee therefore
recommend the passage of a bill of which
the main features.are as follows:

1st. The Government in to retain in
the Treasury nil nioneywhich is or may
be due to companies and apply it to their
indebtedness to the United States. 2d. It
requires each company to pay to tho
Government semi-annually such sum as

the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribeand-which invested at interest will
at the maturityof tho subsidy bonds createn fund suilicient to pay the principal.
3d. It requires the creation of a similar
fund to pay at* tho maturity of the subsidvbonds the amouht of interest not
then reimbursed by services and by fivo
per cent of the net earnings now required
lo be paid into the Treasury. 4th. It
prohibits each company from making any
dividends while it is in defaultof complyingwith any of the requirements
for semi-annual payments. 5th. it gives
the Government a right of action to
rccover all moneys due or to become
due and take possession of or operate
any road in default. The bill also,
among other things, requires the Secretaryof the Treasury lo report to Congresswhat may be reasonable rates for
Government transportation, the amount
of semi-annual payments focreate a fund
for the payment oi the interest, all to be
prccribcd from time to time according
to the amounts realized from 5 per cent
of the net earnings and the retention of
charges for Government business. The
report says that the proposed bill adds
nothing to the obligation of companies as

to the payment of the interest. It leaves
the question open whether the companies
should pay the interest as it accrues so

that if the" Government nt any time depires to ask tho Supreme Court to
review the receHt decision this can be
done.

are of the opinion that the main recommendationof the report will he adopted,
and reports showing their condition at the
close of business Friday, March 10th.

A largely attended meeting of colored

persona to-night passed a aerie* of resolutionsdeclaring among other things that

professedly on technical grounds, did an

unjust act; affected tho colored race; ignoredthe rights of a sovereign State;
bowed to caste, and aided proscription,
rebellion and anarchy.
The resloutioftg also condemn Senators

Edmunds and Paddock for voting against
Pinchback and eulogize Senator
Morton, whoso course they say would
make him a fitting person for any positionin which the law and justice may be
equitably administered and defended by
an honest and resolute person.
These resolutions wcro supported by

Frederick Douglass, Qeo. L. Downing and
others, and were unanimously adopted.
A procession was then 'formed and proceededto the Ebbitt House, where SenatorMorton was complimented with a

serenade. The speaker who informed
Morton of what had taken placo and
of the resolutions, said that heretoforethe colored people could only thank
their friends, but now they could express
their gratitude in votes.
Senator Morton responded, saying

among other things that Pinchback
was nfirly and legally elected and
had the sympathy of tho entire
Republican yarty throughout the countryand that a great battle of human
rights would 1k> fought in the coming
Presidential contest. The procession
then proceeded to Capitol Hill where
they serenaded Pinchback who returned
thanks in a speech.

of the country depends, if the two Houses
cannot agree'on tho bill before Congress,
it fails of courne, and there is no power to
refer it to a third party as arbitrator
or referee. If power can bedelegnted to
the House to decide on the valid roturns,
it can be delegated to the Sennte. It can
be delegated to the Vice President or the
President, and tho entire will of the peoplebe pet aside, and the idea of selecting
an umpire or referee to decide a question
of this character was an assumed one.
Mr. Frelinghuysen said that was ns absurdas the idea was. There were several

precedents for it, and he instanced the
case of Iowa, wherein a Governor had

been transported in this case i see no reasonfor altering my opinion. Theflesh fall
continues to excite wonder not only
among the people of this State but almost
everywhere, and hundreds of letters of
inquiry have bcon received.
